On one of the centrally located 
flat cars in the string of 32, a sub 
itantial clamping device has been 
installed so that each of the long 
rails can be fastened firmly to 
avoid longitudinal shifting during 
the hauling.

The possibility that atomic powered truck-trailers may be 
carrying the nation's freight within the next 10 years has 
been foreseen by the participating companies in the forma- 
tion of a $50 million atomic power company. 


The new firm, to be known as The Power Reactor Devel- 
opment Co., will construct and operate the nuclear power 
plant, but will do so as a non-profit corporation. The plant 
is to be located some 30 miles southwest of Detroit, at 


Lagoona Beach, Mich. 


The company is being formed by 26 industrial firms, 18 
of which are electric power companies, in an area from 
Wisconsin to Alabama to the Atlantic Coast. 


Walker L. Cisler, president of Detroit Edison Co., has 
been named president of the new organization. George 
Rincliffe, president of Philadelphia Electric Co., is execu- 


tive vice president. 


The atomic company's announcement said: “The new or- 
ganization seeks no exclusive benefits as the result of this 
project. The company is dedicated to research and devel- 
opment in the use of nuclear fuels, and the results will be 
made available to the Atomic Energy Commission and to 
others as directed by the Commission.” 


The plant, with the fast-breeder type of reactor, would 
be designed to produce 100,000 kilowatts.

Functional Division of Traffic 


This study illustrates the basic functions of traffic management—transport 


T IS only recently that traffe 
management in the merchan 
dising field has become of im 
portance. Years ago, the traffi 


functions in department stores 
and the retail field in weneral were 
confined almost exclusively to the 
receiving and marking of freight 
Inbound shipments were routed by 
rail or truck, and the source of 
supply -utilized their own rout 
ings. Deliveries to the customer 
were a specialized operation and, 
in many cases, thie function was 


handied by a delivery company 


Transportation Ratio 


Until recently individual stores 
paid little attention to the trans 
portation ratio, which is the trans- 
portation cost factor reflected as 
a percentage of the dollar pur- 
chase of goods. It meant little to 
management if this figure were 
four, five, six or seven per cent of 
the cost of the merchandise, The 
general belief was that rates and 
charges of common carriers were 
fixed and controlled by the ICC, 
and there was little to be done 
about it 

Through the years, the trans 
portation coats on merchandise 
have increased tremendously and 
out of proportion to carload ship- 
ments, as a study of the various 
minimum charges will indicate 
The development of aircargo, 
freight forwarder and motor truck 
service has brought additional 
factors into play.

Cost Savings 


There is, of course, a variation 
in the activities of one merchan 
dising company as compared with 
those of another. Insofar as Sears, 
Roebuck & Co. is concerned, there 
has been an increasing awareness 
of the savings to be made in de- 
livery costs, which represent a 
form of transportation and which, 
at least in this company, are 
within the province of the Traffic 
Department. Much effort now is 
being directed toward this most 
important traffic problem, which 
boils down to customer satisfac- 
tion on delivery with a reduction 
in cost. 

There are many activities to- 
day which did not involve a so- 
called traffic 


manager even 20 


years ago. For example, you now 
will find the Traffic Department 
consulting with the organization 
in the matter of terms of pur- 
chase. This is a determining fac- 
tor in deciding the transportation 
terms to be established, e y., fob 
destination, fob factory, fob ori- 
yin, or the like. Also, the Traffic 
Department of a mail order house 
not only is concerned with mer- 
chandise delivery, but with estab- 
lishing and overseeing the meth- 
ods of catalog distribution

Traffic management for a large retail establishment such as 
sears, Roebuck and Co. involves a very different set of func- 
tional activities than those found in industries. It is not, however, 
relegated to a routine role. Nothing is more competitive than 
the mail order and retail field, so everything has to be pointed 
toward laying an article of merchandise down at the customer's 
door at the lowest possible cost. Of course, on mail order items 
the customer pays the transportation cost as a definite part of 
his total price, but even here traffic management enters in so 
that this cost may be held to as low a sum as possible. Nowhere 
is transportation more important in retailing than it is for this 
type of organization. 

The functional division of traffic management at Sears should 
be of interest to industrial traffic men since it indicates at least 
some of the problems with which they do not have to deal; such 
as catalog distribution, retail delivery, and the proper distribu- 
tion to company operated retail stores. This organization also 
is an excellent illustration of one of the axioms of traffic man- 
agement ‘that departments controlling the larger freight vol- 
umes generally perform more functions than those handling 
smaller amounts of freight.” 


Despite its unique characteristics, the Sears Tratfic Depart- 
ment illustrates the fundamental functions of traffic manage- 
ment just as do the industrial organizations previously discussed 
in these articles: 


|. To control the transportation of the raw materials (incom 
ing merchandise}, supplies, and products (outgoing merchandise} 
into and out of the place of business: 

2. To control transportation costs; 


3. To broaden services rendered to the company and its 
customers wherever possible. 

The amount of activity in each area often is determined by 
factors over which the traffic department has no control, so 
that one phase of traffic activity may be sacrificed in favor of 
another. This is particularly true in such highly competitive 
fields as retailing where it nearly always is necessary to provide 
service to the customer without proper regard for cost. Cus- 
tomer delivery is an important division of Sears traffic manage- 
ment in order to obtain the best type of transportation neces- 
sary to satisfy the customers as well as the company, at the 
lowest possible charge compatible with the service, whether 
it be by private, contract or common carrier.

A few weeks ago a higher court 
held that imported liquor, or other 
merchandise, is not taxable by a city 
county or state if the testimony 
snows that the merchandise has not
